$3,000 charged to the depositors for 
her salary as stenographer "at tho 
Same time she was supposed to be 
drawing a salary*from the state as his 
official secretary."

Mr. -Wilson began his services ns 


liquidating agent for the state Bank- 
ing Department shortly after the ad- 
journment of the general session of 
the legislature, Teh General Assemb- 
ly adjourned March 12. and his serv- 
ices as liquidating agent began April 1. 


He first was appointed to sucecd D. 


W. Horrell, as agent in charge of the 
Ouachita Valley bank of Camden 
which closed March 24, 1928 and still 
is in process of liquidation. Tho first 
report, of the liquidation of this bank, 
on file m the state Banking Depart- 
ment reflects little of Mr. Wilson's 
work. Banking Department 
officials 


said, as the change had been made 
only a month before the report was 
compiled. This report showed general 
expenses of $449,82, including travel- 
ing expenses of Mr. Wilson of $134- 
legal expenses of ?7G9.64 and salaries 
of $550, including the 5200 for Mr. 
Wilson. Legal expenses included' D 
W. Harrell, $75; L, B. Smead, $139.15; 
W, T. Reynolds, accountant, $375; ex- 
penses to Little Rock, $30; Don Har- 
rell, expenses to Little Rock, $47.20.
